MAN BLOWN TO FBAGMENTS 
BY NITRO-GLYCERINE 
COUNCIL WILL INVESTIGATE 
WATER RATES IN CITIES 


Terrible Ex plosion Shook Houses in 
All Parts of the City Last 
Ev ening. 


SHATTERED ALL WINDOWS NEAR 


Pieces of Flesh Cov ered Honse Front 
and Driv en Into Honse of 
J oseph G&ulrapp. 


PIECES FOUND A BLOCK AWAY 


Was Unknown Man Ev idently Bent 
on Safe Breaking. 


NOTIFY CHICAGO POLICE 


One of the most sickening accidents 
that ev er happened in Dix on occurred 
last ev ening when an unknown man 
was blown to fragments by a charge 
of nitro-giy cerine which he was car­ 
ry ing and accidently dropped on the 
cement walk directly in front of the 
resident 
of 
J acob 
Gaulrapp, 5 20 
Ottawa av enue. The fellow was un­ 
doubtedly a safe cracker preparing to 
do a job on some safe in the city . The 
only part of his body found intact was 
his head and none could identify this. 
Fragments of clothing pioked up car­ 
ried the names of tailors in Chicago 
and in Delev an, 111. 
It was shortly before 9 .30 in the 
ev ening when the ex plosion startled 
the people of Dix on and jarred build­ 
ings all ov er the city . 
Inv estigation 
soon rev ealed the source of the ex plos­ 
ion and the sad wreck which it had 
caused. 
The windows of all the 
houses in the v icinity were broken 
and tde buildings spattered 
with 
pieces of flesh and with blood. 
The only person who claims to hav e 
seen the man before the accident is 
Mrs. J . C. Smith, who say s she saw 
him going east on Sev enth street and 
turn north on Ottawa just before the 
ex plosion- 
Buildings hid the scene of 
the ex plosion from her. 
The theory of the accident is that 
the man struck his foot on the pro­ 
jecting curb of the cement steps lead­ 
ing up tbe terrace to the Gaulrapp 
house and dropped the can of nitro- 
gljcenne 


Deputy Sheriff McGowan Bequests 
Officer Be Seut Here. 
Deputy Sheriff M. J . McGowan is of 
the opinion that the unknown man 
who was blown to pieces is a Chicago 
orook, who was in Dix on bent on com­ 
mitting a robbery . This afternoon be 
oalled up tbe Harrison street police 
statton In Chicago and ex plained the 
affair to the officers there, and made a 
request that they send some one here 
to see if they can identify the fellow. 
He is undoubtedly a stranger here, 
and tbe crook story is a plausible one. 


RAYMEE FEED' TWO MIEN, 
Last ev ening G. A. Bay mer, who 
resides at the south end of Peoria 
av enue, said that two men, one of 
whom closely resembled 
the 
man 
killed, came to his bouse for some­ 
thing to eat. 
He gav e them some 
bread aod coffee, and when he asked 
them where they were bound for, they 
got angry and told him that it was

they finished eating they went north 
on Peoria. 


NATUBE OF EXPLOSIVE

CORONER HOLDS INQUEST. 
Coroner Charles T. Smith arriv ed in 
Dix on this morning on the 9:37 train 
and at once (elected the following 
jury : Fred Palmer, foreman, George 
J acobs, F. E. 
Self, Claude Sears, 
Charles Godfrey and J ohn H. By ers, 
The jury v iewed the remoaats of the 
body at tbe undertaking rooms of 
Staples Sc Condon and then went to 
tbe sheriff’s office at tbe court house 
where the inquest was held this fore­ 
noon. Two witnesses, Circuit Clerk 
William B. McMahan and W. I. Gar- 
man, a grocery cierk employ ed at 
Moy er Sc Earli’s grocery store, were 
ex amined. 


MCMAHAN’S TESTIMONY. 
Mr. McMahan, 
who being 
duly 
sworn, testified as follows: I am cir­ 
cuit clerk of Lee county and a resi­ 
dent of Dix on. 
On the ev ening of 
J une 2 1 left the court house between 
9 and 9:30 o’clock, and went directly 
to the home of J . H. Thompson, 402 
Ottawa av enue 
I was sitting on the 
front porch about fifteen miautes and 
was looking south on Ottawa av enue 
when I saw a flash which appeared to 
mov e east and west, and in a v ery 
short time I heard aa ex plosion. I 
saw no parties or person on the street 
while I was sitting on the porch. 
As 
sfion as I heard tbe ex plosion I went 
immediately to the scene of the ex plo­ 
sion, which was about one and a half 
blocks from the Thompson home 
I 
found there had been an ex plosion, 
and that a man bad beep blown to 
pieces. I saw William Phelan and 
W. I. Garman. I saw the man’s head, 
but was uaable to identify it, it being 
the head of a person unknown to me. 
GARMAN TESTIFIES 
W. I. Garman who being duly sworn 
testified as follows: 
I was up town 
at 9 o’clock on Friday ev ening, J une 
2. I got borne at about 9:10 o’olock, 
went into the house and took off my 
coat and v est and stepped Into the 
baok y ard. 
1 heard a loud report and 
something flew and hit me on the lip. 
went into the house and out again to 
the front y ard and went across the 
street and saw it was an ex plosion. 
It was on the east side of the street 
on the side walk, about 5 0 feet south 
of my house at 5 18 Ottawa av enue. 
I 
went back to tbe house to get a lan­ 
tern. I came back, saw some pieces 
of clothing and blood and I suspl* 
cloned some one was killed.

M CARROL SEES FLASH. 


Henry McCarrol. who resides at 612 
Ottawa av enue, saw the flash made by 
the ex plosion last night. 
He was 
walking north on Ottawa av enue and 
was 200 rods away from the scene of 
the ex plosion. 
He thought he saw a 
man walking some distance ahead of 
him, but is not positiv e of this. 


HOUSES BADLY DAMAGED. 


The houses of J oseph Beilly on the 
east, three cottages of Mat. Keenan, 
and the cottage owned by Ed. Nev ille 
and occupied by A. B. George on the 
west side of the av enue had all tbe 
windows in tbe front and on the south 
side broken out by the jar of tbe 
ex plosion. 


GAULRAPP IIOUSE A SIGHT. 
The house of J acob Gaulrapp, in 
front of which tbe ex plosion occurred, 
was a sad looking sight this morning. 
Nearly all the windows were broken 
out, three of them being large win­ 
dows. Tbe front of toe house was 
literally cov ered with pieces of flesh 
and blood. Tbe porch and the side­ 
walk leading up to tbe porch was 
cov ered with broken glass, flesb, blood 
and pieces of olotbing. 


BONF STICKS IN CEILING. 
There was a bone blown into the 
ceiling of the front bedroom upstairs. 
Pieces of lungs and liv er and flesb was 
found embedded in the wood along 
the top of tbe porch. 
HEART IN EAVES TROUGH.

The oity council met in regular ses­ 
sion last ev ening with ail members 
present ex cept Alderman Watts.

this amount as a compromise settle­ 
ment. Alderman Gaffney mov ed that 
the bill be referred to tbe committee 
on sewers and drains to consult with 
the oity attorney and report, and 
this motion carried. 
Conrad Salzm&n presented a bill for 
•200 for damages on acoount of the 
flooding of his garden and oellar on 
Chamberlin street, and on motion of 
Alderman Gannon the bill was laid on 
the table. 
TWO SOLOON LICENSES G RANTED. 
A dram shop lioense was granted 
on recommendation of the license 
committee to Miohael O’Neil to con­ 
duct a saloon on Hennepin av enue 
where the Bank saloon was located.

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LASGOW’S experience with tel­ 
ephones should be of interest 
to those citizens of this country 
who are complaining of extor­ 
tionate rates for inferior service. As 
usual, the Scotch metropolis was the 
first city in the kingdom to challenge 
the supremacy of the telephone trust, 
which in Great Britain goes by the 
name of the National Telephone com­ 
pany. 
The fight for a municipal franchise 
was a complicated and interesting one. 
In

imi>erial 
government 
through its postoffice department pro­ 


poses to take over the control of the 
telephone system of the United King* 
dom. At that time the National Tele­ 
phone company will be compelled to 
surrender its property at its actual mar­ 
ket value without a 
atlffiHuppl 
for good will or fran^l^e^ Tr& mu­ 
nicipalities. Ifjjeet" to arrive at som| 
figi&ementwith the general government 
by which they will be left in partial 
control of their plants and to share In 
Its profits. Be this as it may, the last 
privately owned telephone will disap­ 
pear In about six years from this date* 
It is more than ten years ago since 
Glasgow proclaimed revolt against the 
high charges and bad service of the 
privatelelephone company. A commit­ 
tee of the city council reported in fa­ 
vor of establishing a municipal plant, 
and, without going into details, it may 
be stated that on March 1, 1900, Glas­ 
gow obtained the first license ever 
granted to a city for the punpose of 
constructing and operating a telephone 
system. 
The work of construction was begun 
in July, 1900, and up to the present 
time Glasgow has expended $1,350,000 
on Its telephone plant. While the city 
contains only twenty square miles of 
territory, the telephone wires reach out 
over nearly ten times that large a dis­ 
trict. 
Under the old telephone company no 
effort was made to reach the suburban 
area. 
The private company catered 
only to the congested district and im­ 
agined that it would lose money if it 
Improved the service, extended the 
scope or lowered the rates. Under its 
management the average annual cost 
of a telephone was $60 or more. 
It 
took from one to ten minutes to make 
a connection. 
The Glasgow telephone service is the 
best I have ever inspected. I was in­ 
formed that statistics showed that'the 
average time required to make a con­ 
nection was less than fifteen seconds. I 


$185,000 for depreciation—a most liber­ 
al allowance for a new plant—the de­ 
partment placed the balance to Its cred­ 
it. 
Glasgow purchased the private gas 
plants in 1809 and has made profit on 
the investment every year since then. 
This great industry now has a capital 
account exceeding $10,000,000, and the 
gross profits last year passed the $1,- 
000,000 mark for the first time in the 
history of the enterprise. When the 
original purchase was made it was ar­ 
ranged that the owners should receive 
In perpetuity annuities and stock val­ 
ued at more than $2,000,000. The c itj,

J t i§ UfllrTjf Torty yeaw sfriee Gi%S* 
gow startled Great Britain by declaring 
war on the slums and tenements which 
disgraced the city. The property own­ 
ers refused to remedy conditions and 
the city took radical steps. 
It pushed 
through parliament a bill giving it 
power to condemn and purchase in­ 
sanitary property. 
Alined with this 
Ret, the city authorities of Glasgow 
wiped out whole districts of insanitary 
property, and the city started by con­ 
structing 
several 
model 
tenement 
houses. 
Glasgow’ now owns millions and mil- 
Hons^of dollars’ worth of dwellings and 
Is one of the world’s greatest landlords. 
Its competition with private landlords 
is friendly, but wonderfully effective. 
The city fixes a rate of rents beyond 
which others cannot go. It rigidly en­ 
forces 
building and sanitary 
laws 
which have greatly reduced the death 
rate. 
Glasgow has municipalized all the 
common services with the exception of 
cemeteries. It is the owner of profita­ 
ble markets and slaughter houses; it 
maintains a splendid system of baths 
and washhouses; it possesses a mag­ 
nificent art gallery and has built a 
“people’s palace”’ which combines a 
winter garden, art gallery, museum, 
reading rooms, theater and concert 
hall; It furnishes hydraulic power at 
cost; it spends vast amounts on parks, 
music and entertainments. 
These and 
other functions are financed and man­ 
aged by the elected representatives of 
the city.

Of the nine 
who responded the average time from 
unhooking the receiver to answers from 
those addressed was fourteen seconds. 
It should be explained that the tele­ 
phone booth Is practically unknown in 
the office of a Glasgow business man. 
The Instrument is on the edge of his 
desk, and the receiver and transmitter 
are in one piece. 
The rate to a subscriber for a serv­ 
ice with an unlimited number of calls 
over the entire system is $25.50 a year. 
There is no installation charge and no 
dues of any kind other than the annual 
payment of this amount. A toll serv­ 
ice is rendered for $17 a year, with an 
additional charge of a penny for each 
outward message, with unlimited in­ 
ward calls free. On a party line with 
more than four subscribers the rate is 
$6 per annum, with an unlimited num­ 
ber of calls. 
There are 11,000 subscribers to the 
municipal telephone system of Glas­ 
gow. The private company predicted 
that the insanity of the management 
in reducing rates and giving decent 
service would result in financial ruin, 
but the investment showed a profit of 
$100,000 a year. 
The cleansing department of Glasgow 
is an interesting institution. It owns 
thousands of acres of farm lands where 
once were nothing but bogs and marsh­ 
es. To these farms are conveyed the 
refuse products of the streets. On them 
are stone quarries and brickyards own­ 
ed and operated by the city. There are 
also great factories. Connecting the 
factories and the farms is a system of 
steam railway, the city owning more 
than 700 railway cars and a large num­ 
ber of locomotives. 
In 1892 Glasgow purchased the small 
private electrical plant for about $75,- 
000. 
From this modest beginning it 
has developed a comprehensive system 
modern in every particular. It now rep­ 
resents an investment exceeding $5,- 
00(^000, 
and the profits last year 
amounted to $340,000. This does not 
include $30,000 paid for taxes. As has 
been stated before, all public enterprises 
in Great Britain pay taxes and are thus 
on the same footing for purposes of 
comparison as private industries. Even 
a fire department pays taxes on every 
dollar of its assets.

Just a glance at Edinburgh, the most 
beautiful city in Great Britain. Edin­ 
burgh owns its street railways, but in­ 
stead of operating them has leased 
them for a term of twenty-one years to 
a company which pays a rental of 7 
per cent on the capital outlay of $6.509,* 
000. 
After paying interest, sinking 
fund and other expenses the city had 
a clear revenue of about $27,500. This 
does not compare favorably with the 
record of cities which operate their 
plants, and there is much dissatisfac­ 
tion. 
Edinburgh owns 
a fine system of 
baths. Its electric light plant paid last 
year a net profit of $300,000. 
In the 
construction of houses for the working 
classes Edinburgh 
has spent nearly 
$1,000,000, and, while maintaining low 
rent rates, there is a steady annual 
profit to the city. 
The technical and 
public schools of Edinburgh are fa­ 
mous. Like most Sccteb cities, It owns 
its markets and slaughtering bouses 
and has adopted modern methods for 
the disposal of sewage and street 
sweepings.

You hav e accomplished something. 
Howev er mu ch has been done for y ou 
no one of y ou cou ld hav e stood where 
tonight y ou are standing 
withou t 
earnest endeav or of y ou r own. 
You 
may fail in ev ery great and good thing 
which y ou u ndertak e hereafter, bu t 
no failu re of the fu tu re can tak e from 
y ou this su ccessfu l cu lmination of an 
effort stretching from the day s of y ou r 
early childhood u ntil now. 
You hav e 
won su ccess, some of y ou conspicu ou s 
su ccess, all of y ou real and creditable 
su ccess. And y ou r friends hav e no 
other word which they are so anx iou s 
to say to y ou as the word of congratu ­ 
lation, and that is the word which, 
speak ing for them, I first of all address 
to y ou . 
You stand here tonight as 
those for whom the high school of this 
fine city of Dix on has done its best: 
and y ou are doing something by y ou r 
su ccess for the high school of y ou r 
city . Hearty are ou r felicitations, 
and large are ou r hopes for the class 
Of 1905 . 


It might be assu med that this is 
enou gh to say . You hav e been receiv ­ 
ing good adv ice and instru ction for a 
dozen y ears; why bu rden y ou with 
more? 
Why not dev ote this glad 
hou r to the free ex pression of ou r joy 
and nope, and banish 
a dv ice and good 
resolu tions to the shelf with the ou t­ 
grown tex t book s? The q u estion is 
natu ral enou gh, and not impertinent. 
There is a time for all things, a nd this 
might be the time for una llo y ed 
festiv ­ 
ity . Yet it is the common ju dgment 
of seriou s men that an o cca sio n su ch 
as this shou ld be dev oted in part to 
retrospect and prospect; to the inter- 
pretation of what has 
been accom­ 
plished, and an estimate 
o f the ends 
for which it has been 
a chiev ed. And 
so I am speak ing to y ou , a nd with y ou 
to the friends gathered arou nd y ou , on 
The Edu cation for Tomorrow—the t - 
morrow in which y ou are to liv e, and 
for which y ou r edu cation, thu s far, 
has been gained. 
Edu cation is a drawing o ut; that is 
what it means by its v ery ety mology . 
It is not an imposition 
o f something 
ex ternal to life; it is the dev elopment 
of life from within; its adaptation to 
the ends for which life 
ex ists. 
The first thing for an edu cation to 
accomplish for any man is that it 
shall mak e him the best and ablest 
whiob be capable of being. 
You may 
hav e heard Horace Bu shnell’s reason 
for being a minister of the Gospel. 
Said he, “I am a minister becau se no 
other occu pation wou ld enable 
me 
su fficiently to be.’’ That is the reason 
which ev ery man ou ght to be able to 
giv e for bis choice in life. To be the 
thing that enables y ou to rou nd ou t 
the fu ll measu re of y ou r life’s possi­ 
bilities is the first end to be attained. 
The man who becomes a carpenter or 
a book -k eeper or a lawy er shou ld find 
in that sphere the v ocation 
that 
“permits him su fficiently to be” An 
edu cation in ou r pu blic schools and 
high schools cannot train men specifi­ 
cally for the work -bench and the pu l­ 
pit, for the anv il and the cou rt-room; 
bu t it can prov ide that which shall 
enable a man to be the k ind of man 
who ou ght to be in each of those v o­ 
cations. 
It follows, then, that an edu cation 
is not the mere imparting of facts. 
There is no objection to a stu dent1 s 
learning facts; bu t a mind into which 
foots hav e been pou red is no more 
edu cated than a box into which is 
pack ed the book s containing those 
same facts. Edu cation is the dev elop­ 
ment of the mind from within. Facts 
are the apparatu s with which the 
mind deals in its aev elopment. They 
become, indeed, a part of its perma­ 
nent fu rnitu re; bu t they are not the 
edu cation. 
The mind itself is edu ­ 
cated, if there is any edu cation. 
You ng men. be practical. Learn to 
driv e a nail withou t cru shing y ou r 
thu mb. 
Learn to write a respectable 
letter, ev en if y ou write as poor a band 
as I do. Learn on which end to en­ 
dorse a check ; and 1 hope y ou will 
bav e some to endorse. You ng women, 
be practical. 
Learn how to mak e a 
dress and trim a hat and sweep a 
room. You may k now mu ch abou t 
geology , bu t wben y ou r hu sband ask s 
for bread, do. not giv e him a stone. 
Be practical, both of y ou , all of y ou . 
Bu t do not mak e the mistak e of as- 
'su ming that nothing 
is 
practical 
! which cannot be weighed or measu red. 
| The dollar y ou pay for a book , the ten 
dollars y ou pay for a pictu re, the hu n­ 
dred dollars y ou pay to learn mu sic, 
are practical inv estments, The book 
imparts to y ou the wisdom of a great 
sou l. 
The pictu re opens a new win­ 
dow in y ou r life. The mu sic tou ches 
and sou nds u nu ttered harmonies in 
y ou r being. All these are legitimate 
enlargements of y ou r life. 
And finally , if we hav e been right in 
ou r inq u iry thu s far, the real end of 
an edu cation is ethical and spiritu al. 
It is to mak e men and women faith­ 
fu l, tru stworthy , righteou s. I believ e 
all edu cation defectiv e which stops 
short of this. It is lik e the Venu s de 
Milo, with beau ty to admire, bu t no 
hands to welcome or caress. It Is a 
headless torso. Bu t the world is seek ­ 
ing, not merely men and women who 
can do things, bu t who can be tru sted 
to do them well. 
Character is the 
real end of edu cation. It is the sin­ 
cere hope of y ou r teachers and friends 
that y ou hav e secu red in these y ears 
of preparation a fair eq u ipment in 
k nowledge and in method; bu t their 
deeper hope and more earnest pray er 
is that in whatev er sphere of life y ou 
are placed, and in whatev er fu rther 
edu cation y ou may secu re, y ou will ail 
be fou nd faithfu l. 
Dr. Barton’s interesting remark s 
were listened to with the closest a t­ 
tention and the hearty rou nd of ap­ 
plau se at the close attested to the 
appreciation of the au dience. 
Miss Vernie Merriman gav e a v ocal 
solo, “ La Primav era ’ in a finished 
manner and then President J. P. 
Plu mmer of the board of edu cation 
addressed the gradu ates and teachers. 
Their work for the past y ear, he said, 
receiv ed the heartiest approv al of the 
board. The best wishes of all went 
ou t to Professor Matthews who was 
abandoning the teaching profession to 
tak e u p that of the law. The gradu ­ 
ates In tak ing u p the work that lies 
before them carry the highest regards 
of the board of edu cation.

FLESH ON TREES. 
Small pieces of flesh and clothing 
were fou nd hanging on the limbs of

The' grou nd arou nd sev eral hou ses 
near was cov ered with flesh and blood. 
A telephone pole in front of the Gau l­ 
rapp hou se was cov ered with blood 
and flesh for twenty feet u p.

from him. 
He had a prompt hearing 
and Justice Cliott at the close said to 
him: “Here is your rev olv er and star. 
Tuke them out with you. and next 
tim e you are attacked shoot and shoot 
straight.” In sentencing a nain found 
guilty of contempt of the United States 
court Judge Kohlsaat gav e him thirty 
day in Jail and then suspended the sen­ 
tence “during good b ehav ior.”
